It’s the true test of a speaker system—a 
side-by side comparison. Sound engineers 
call it an ‘A-B’ test. I’ve taken part in quite a 
few of them. They really are a lot of fun. 

Unfortunately, most of you DAKonians 
probably don’t often get the opportunity 
to experience a real ‘A-B’ test. 

Therefore, you haven't had a chance to 
hear the incredible difference between this 
dbx satellite/subwoofer system and the 
other more expensive (but, to my ears, not 
as good) systems. That’s the reason I’m set- 
ting up DAK’s ‘Speaker Challenge’. 

In addition to the over 16,000 DAKonians 
who are already thrilling to this system’s 
awesome wide-dispersion sound in your 
homes, 50 DAKonians will judge for them- 
selves if any of the following systems can 
even hold a candle to this dbx system:

range composes 90% of the music you hear. 
So each dbx satellite speaker was painstak- 
ingly engineered with an ultra-efficient 
midrange driver and tweeter. 

The 4%” midrange driver is designed to 
effortlessly reproduce all the frequencies 
between 180Hz and 4,000Hz with stun- 
ning clarity and unmatched brilliance. 

Its secret is a special carbon filling. The 
filling effectively deadens and stiffens the 
driver’s cone. So distortion from ‘standing 
waves’ (undesirable audio signals caused 
by the flexing of the driver) is, for all practi- 
cal purposes, completely eliminated. 

So, possibly for the first time, you'll ex- 
perience the thrilling realism of truly 
distortion-free midrange from all your 
tapes, albums and CDs. 

Plus, you’ll notice each satellite speaker 


port’. That port’s job is to resonate the 
driver’s backwaves specifically at 180Hz. 

You'll hear the instruments in the lower 
midrange, like cellos, snare drums and the 
male voice, with amazing depth, remark- 
able fullness and outstanding clarity. 

And, I think you'll find orchestral cres- 
cendos will resound with more thunder 
and brilliance than with other (both satel- 
lite-type and floor-standing) speakers. 

That’s because the port bridges the gap 
between the subwoofer and the satellites, 
which is the weak link in many other 
subwoofer/satellite systems I’ve heard. 

AUDIO LIGHTWEIGHT? 

It’s lightning fast. This system’s ferro- 
fluid-cooled wide-dispersion polyether- 
mide film dome tweeter has an extremely 
low ‘moving mass’. 

Its weight is a minuscule 0.0039 oz. 
That’s 1/10 the weight of old-fashioned 
paper cone tweeters. And, the lower the 
weight, the faster the transient response.

And, some of the slick (misleading?) com- 
puter ads you'll find in the newspaper and 
computer magazines are loaded with half- 
truths that camouflage insidious scams. 

Well, I'm sick of it. It's time to take off the 
gloves and take on the scammers. Read on 
and together we'll tear the veil from these 
despicable rip-offs, scams and lies. 

Plus, we'll discover how you can blast 
through empty claims with the work-anni- 
hilating power of the fully loaded BSR 386SX 
complete with NEW .28 dot-pitch super 
VGA monitor and $944 worth of included 
name-brand bonus software. 
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386SX Rip-Offs Exposed 


have a dot-pitch of no more than .31mm.’ 
PC Magazine, July 1991. 

That's why the BSR 386SX comes with a 
NEW 14" .28 dot-pitch super VGA moni- 
tor. With its multiple resolution capabili-

Computer sellers across the country are 
slashing prices on their 386SXs. Unfortu- 
nately, many are slashing the quality of 
their computers, too. 

On a recent Sunday, I went to a major 
computer chain store to check out a 386SX 
they were selling for $999. 

I couldn't believe they could sell a com- 
puter for so little. But, I quickly became a 
believer when I saw the piece of garbage 
they were trying to pawn off on the unwary 
computer-buying public. 

First, it had a cheap, thin plastic case. It 
actually sagged when I placed the monitor 
on top of it. (The BSR 386SX is armored 
with an industrial bent metal case that 


shrugs off use and abuse.) 

Second, it had a crummy .41 dot-pitch 
VGA monitor that was so foggy and grainy 
I had to squint to make out the images. 

Worst of all, it wasn’t UL listed (that 
usually means a poorly made product). 
Plus, it was only an FCC class A computer. 
= [know from my 27 years in the electron- 
ics industry that FCC class A computers 
aren’t designed for home use. But, when I 
asked the salesman about using it in my 
home he told me ‘there was no problem.’ 

Well, I wouldn’t want any non-UL listed 
electrical device in my home. And, I never 
have and never will put a non-UL listed 
product in my catalog. 

But, you can rest assured that the BSR 
386SX is both UL listed and FCC class B. So, 
you can use it at your large corporation, 
small business and your home. 

THE ‘BARE BONES’ RIP-OFF 

If you browse through the computer 
magazines, you may see ads for 386SX com- 
puters that, on the surface, appear to meet 
or beat DAK’s price for the BSR 386SX. 

But, if you read the fine print, you’ll 
usually find these so-called 386SX systems 
would be unusable without expensive up- 
grades. And, you have to pay a lot more for 
super VGA, 2 disk drives and 1MB of RAM.

Here’s one that really burns me up—com- 
puter companies that give you free all-in- 
one software programs and act like they’re 
doing you a favor. 

I’ve been offered such programs. But, I’ve 
always turned them down because they’re 
barely powerful enough to handle even 
simple tasks, let alone complex projects. 

I believe that if you’re going to include 
software with your computer, include the 
best. So, if you order a BSR 386SX I'll give 
you top programs from 2 of the most re- 
spected names in the software industry, 
Borland and Norton, at no extra charge. 

First you get Paradox 3.5 (a $795 value), 
the flagship of Borland’s software line. 

It’s the top-selling relational database in 
the country. And, with good reason. It’s

You see, bookshelf speakers use the wall 
behind them as a bass-boosting reflective 
surface (it’s called acoustic coupling). 

So if I wanted good bass, I’d have to place 
my speakers flat against my wall. That 
boosted the bass response. But, my music 
ended up sounding like it came from two 
confined sources, rather than a sound stage. 

When I tried angling them in towards 
the center of my room the imaging and 
‘sweet spot’ improved dramatically. But, 
the low frequencies faded into thin air. 

Well, no more! The dbx Soundfield II 
bookshelf speakers are designed to produce 
deep, thunderous bass and tight, clean, life- 
like imagery. Here’s how they work. 

SOUND ENGINEERING 101 

Your walls are the ‘secret’ low frequency 
booster in your home.
